LOOKING BACKWARD 


Tt was not until the fourth century that the 
th of December came to be celebrated by | 
Christians in a general way as the anniversary of 
the birth of Christ. Whether it is the actual | 
anniversary is not known. Tradition has it that 
this date was chosen because the Romans used 
to observe the day as a festival to the sun. In 
the earlier centuries of the Christian era the 


variety of dates suggested extended over most | 
of the year, but Christians in Rome appear to 


have settled on Dec. 25th about the year 354. The 


Armenian church still celebrates Christmas on | 


January 6th. The giving of presents on Christ- 


mas is also traced to a pre-Christian Roman 


practice of making gifts on January Ist. 

The keeping of Christmas was repugnant to 
the Puritans and Nonconformists in the old coun- 
tries and under the Commonwealth in 1644 it was 
forbidden. Dec. 25th was then ordered to be 
observed as a marketing day, and the eating of 
plum puddings and mince pies was denounced as 
a heathen practice. After the Restoration, the 
Church of England revived the festival, but the 
Scottish Presbyterians and English Nonconform- 
ists alike refused the observar The former 
made New Year's day their winter holiday, and 
the latter only in the last half of the 19th century 
gradually returned to the holding of services on 
Christmas day. In the Roman Catholic church 
it has been the rule since the 9th century to 
eelebrate three masses on Christmas day—at 
midnight, at daybreak and before noon.

PEACE AND GOOD-WILL 


The Angels’ song, “Peace on earth, good- 
will to.men” sounds strange to the accompani- 
ment of shrieking shells, bursting bombs, whin- 
ing bullets, the groans of dying and mutilated 
women and children. But it sounded not less 
strange when first they sang it over the hills of 
Judea nearly two thousand years ago. The 
world at that time had peace of a kind. But the 
term was only a flattering name for a bloody 
tyranny, under which the liberties of all other 
nations had been crushed, their peoples enslaved 
and make to pay tribute in money and deference 
to Caesar. There was no part of the Roman Em- 
| pire in which hatred was not the dominant note, 
or where revenge did not await its day of oppor- 
tunity. “Peace on earth” did not describe the 
condition of that day, but only mocked it; and 
“good will among men” had no meaning except 
in relations between individuals. 

It is true, the world today is facing a threat 
of subjection to the same kind of tyranny. 
| Despatches tell us that in Tokyo this year they 


are not displaying the signs and symbols of 
Christmas, but are showing the flags of Japan, 
Italy and Germany together, as the emblems of 
the order of things that is to be, if force can be 
made to prevail once more among the nations. 
For this the liberty-loving peoples owe thanks to 
the Japanese militarists. They at least admit 
there is nothing in common between the signifi- 
cance of Christmas and the things that are being 
done in China and Spain and were lately done in 
Abyssinia. The barbarity of two thousand years 
ago is trying to re-establish mastery in our day, 
But with less chance of success on any compar- 
able scale; no chance at all if the peoples of 
good-will are prepared to resist it. Might is now 
on the side of “peace and good-will.” Unless the 
peoples which cherish this ideal are recreant to 
it and to themselves, the progress that has been 
made toward that condition cannot be stopped 
and the world pushed back into the age of hate.

PROGRESS NOTE 

Cable dispateh from Geneva records another 
year's step in mankind's march towards peace 
and prosperity: 

“The League of Nation's 1937 armaments year 
book, published today, shows the world arma- 
ment expenditures in 1937 reached a record total 
of $7,100,000,000 in old gold dollars, or $12,000,- 
000,000 at the present rate, 

“The expenditure far exceeds the previous 
record of $5,800,000,000 in old gold dollars in 
1936 and $2,500,000,000 in the last year before the 
war. 

“The year book shows 8,500,000 men per- 
manently under arms today, compared with 
6,000,000 in 1913."—Victoria Times, 


JAPAN'S WAY WITH THE VANQUISHED 
William Telling in The Spectator, London 
Soon after Japan took over Formosa, she be- 

gan to permit a drug traffic to be carried on in 
the island, but the traffic was sufficiently con- 
trolled to prevent most of the ordinary Chinese 
working classes from getting the drugs. The 
people who were encouraged to take drugs were 
the sons of the wealthy Chinese upper classes; 
this policy has been pursued, however unoffi- 
cially, in Manchukuo in recent years, and no 
doubt will be continued in other parts of China. 
The object is to undermine the better-class 
Chinese and gradually to get rid of families that 
might be leaders in opposition. 

Another method used in Formosa is to make 
it difficult for better-class Chinese children to 
get a higher education. When the children grow 
up, everything is done to prevent their parents 
starting them up in businesses of their own; and 
if it is a question of their succeeding to family 
businesses, it is again made indirectly difficult 
for them. As a result, I found several Chnese 
families of good position in Formosa with no 
sons; later on I met the sons scattered about in 
different parts of China, where they were trying 
heroically to get a fresh start in life. 


EDUCATING THE GROWN-UPS 

Something new in group education for adults 
is to be found in the newly-published Staff 
Foundation Library of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. The ten books comprising this library 
cover all phases of the company’s operations in 
addition to encouraging study designed to make 
Canadian Pacific employees better citizens. The 
volumes were arranged and edited by John 
Murray Gibbon, general publicity agent of the 
company. 

Publication of the books followed the requests 
of many employees for a reading guide and 
source of information on matters affecting good 
citizenship, such as Canadian history, geography, 
and economics. The name “Foundation Library” 
has been aptly chosen because it is hoped that 
reading of the books will encourage further 
study, to aid which a list of other books on similar 
subjects has been printed in the back of each 
volume. 

Only two of the books deal specifically with 
the railway, its problems and its history, These 
books are “Canadian Pacific Facts and Figures,” 
and “Factors in Railway and Steamship Opera- 
tion.” They contain a brief history of the Cana- 
dian Pacific as well as facts and‘ figures illustrat- 
ing the many activities and accomplishments of 
the various services of the company on land and 
sea. 
Other books are: “Speaking in Public,” re- 
vised and enlarged for use of study groups and 
debating clubs, by Frank Home Kirkpatrick, 
special lecturer in public reading and speaking 
in McMaster University; the University of Tor- 
onto Extension Courses, Etc. Included in the 
book are specimen addresses by great Canadians.

BIOLOGY AND WAR 
By H. V. W.—Montreal Gazette 

Reports from England show the concern now 
displayed by the British Government regarding 
the country’s falling birth-rate. For the past 
four years this question has been engaging the 
attention of British statisticians and the Govern- 
ment, but the Ministry of Health seems deter- 
mined not to divulge one of the paramount rea- 
sons for British birth decline; almost any reason 
is made public except perhaps the most important 
one—the one having its roots deeply embedded 
in a national psychology produced by that bloody 
holocaust which ended in 1918. Furthermore, it 
is unthinkable that a country after having car- 
ried an unemployed population of between two 
and three millions for the greater part of twenty 
years, with a per capita taxation of 17s 6d in the 
£ in 1924 and 15s 7d in 1933, according to Mr. 
Winston Churchill's figures as quoted in the 
House, should want to increase its population 
unless there exists some ulterior motive for 
doing 50. 

For the first time in Britain's history the 
nation, that is, the people who pay in blood, 
misery and treasure both during and after war, 
in thinking intelligently, and it is an unfortunate 
circumstance that other nations do not adopt a 
similar outlook towards a futile process of breed- 
ing—their doing so might serve as a very effi- 
cient guarantor of international peace.

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Cornmeal mush 
with butter or cream. Lunch: Baked squash; 
mashed turnips; grated raw carrot salad, Dinner: 
Celery soup; roast pork; stewed tomatoes; baked 
eggplant; salad of raw spinach leaves and lettuce; 
gelatin. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; pear sauce. Lunch: Lima bean timbales; 
shredded lettuce. Dinner: Baked white fish; 
string beans; salad of raw cabbage, carrots and 
celery; stewed apricots, 

SATURDAY—NEW YEAR’S DAY—Break- 
fast: Cottage cheese; baked apple. Lunch: Baked 
sweet potatoes; spinach; celery. Dinner: Baked 
ham; carrots; cauliflower; lettuce salad; pineap- 
ple almond cream. 

*"MASHED PUMPKIN: Peel and cut a 
pumpkin into small pieces and cook until tender, 
allowing to “cook down” so as to avoid pouring 
off any excess liquid. Mash as you would pot- 
atoes, seasoning with a little salt and the desired 
amount of cream. If the canned pumpkin is 
used, take care in the “cooking down” procéss to 
keep from burning, adding the cream just be- 
fore serving. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Nancy B. states: “I work until 
ten o'clock at night and find I am very hungry. 
However, if I eat a sandwich at that hour, I do 
not rest well. Could you give me some sug- 
gestions about what to eat before going to bed?” 

ANSWER: If you are hungry before retir- 
ing, try eating all of the fresh fruit you desire, 
or try sipping a glass of milk. Either the milk 
or the fruit should relieve the hungry sensation 
and still allow you to sleep soundly. As a gen- 
eral rule, the patient who feels hungry around 
ten o'clock after having eaten an adequate din- 
ner will be found to have gastritis, or stomach 
inflammation, which is the real cause of the 
gnawing or hungry fecling. 

QUESTION: Henrietta C. inquires: “Are 
the canned string beans as good for you as the 
fresh ones? The other night I found a small can 
of string beans, just sufficient for one person, 
in the grocery store, selling at a reasonable price 
and tried it and found the beans had a wonder- 
ful flavor. However, I am not sure if eating out 
of cans is permissible from the health stand- 
point.” 

ANSWER: The canned vegetables, including 
string beans, are as healthful as the fresh ones, 
and I often recommend that the canned variety 
be used, especially during the winter months, 
when fresh vegetables are not easily obtained. 
Vegetables which are cooked carelessly at home 
may be less desirable than the canned ones from 
the health standpoint, as the modern canner goes 
to considerable pains to make sure that all veg- 
etables are cooked in the best manner to pre- 
serve the full food value. In a choice between 
string beans cooked too long at home, in too 
much water which is discarded, and string beans 
cooked in a can, the canned variety would un- 
doubtedly be the better choice.

RECORD OUTPUT 
PREDICTED IN 
LUMBER IN 1938 


Timber Authority Expects 
General Boom From Low 
Cost Homes 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24—The 
1938 lumber industry will reach @ 
volume unsurpassed by former 
records, Col, William B. Greeley, 
head of the West Coast Lumber- 
men’s association, predicted here. 

Greeley was chief forester of 
the United States for eight years 
and is regarded as one of Amer- 
ica’s foremost forestry authorities. 

“Lumber has been slow since the 
spring, but we expect 1938 to 
reach a volume unsurpassed by 
any of our records,” Greeley said. 

Commenting on the New Or- 
leans convention of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, Greeley said two main topics 
were discussed: First, lumber's 
part in the production of low- 
cost homes under the Federa! 
housing administration plan, and 
second, lumber’s new role in heavy 
construction. 


MODEL HOMES BUILT 


He explained that the lumber in- 
dustry had built in Washingtoy 
three of the FHA low-cost modti 
homes, all of which sold less than 
$2,500, including the lot on which 
they were erected. 

“This led,” he said, “to construc- 
tion of more than 3,000 in all parts 
of the country, al] within the cost 
limits.” 

Greeley said the demand for these 
homes far exceeded the number 
available. He said that for the three 
“sample” homes constructed in 
Washington, there were more than 
300 applicants. 

“This year,” Greeley said, refer- 
ring to the coming 1938 season, 
“Iumbermen will build eight model 
homes, ranging in price from $2,000 
to $4,200—all 100 per cent lumber.” 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 
EXPLAINED 


Concerning the use of lumber in 
heavy construction, he said that by 
using a new “ring-connector” pro- 
| cess in joining pieces of lumber to- 
| gether, tremendous strength is gain- 
ed. He pointed out that buildings 
now being erected on “Treasure 
Island,” site of the Golden Gate 
international exposition in Sen 
| Franciso Bay, were constructed in 
this manner. 

More than 9,600 structures, which 
| formerly would have been con- 
| structed with steel frames, have 
| been built with wood frames since 
adoption of the new joining process, 
Greeley said.

he Declarer does not know the loca- 
tion of the diamond king and the 
heart queen. If both are right, i. e., 
finessable, the doubled contract is 
as good as made. If, however, de- 
clarer risks the heart finesse and it 
goes wrong, East immediately will 
cash two club tricks, and the set 
will be either 800 or 1,100 points, 
depending on whether or not the 
diamond king can be captured. 

While the diamond finesse re- 
mains in doubt, it would be foolisn 
to try the heart finesse. Declarer’s 
first play on winning the lead 
should be to enter dummy with a 
spade ruff, then to lead the diamond 
queen through East, Only after the 
King had been captured and the 
trumps drawn should declarer pon- 
der over the heart situation. He 
should figure as {6llows: 

If the heart finesse succeeds, the 
contract, which is worth about 700 
points, is made. If the finesse is 
refused in favor of trying to drop 
the heart queen on the third round 
by a ruff, thus affording a spot for 
one club discard, the penalty can 
be no less than 200 points and, if 
the heart queen refuses to drop, 500 
points, a mean of 350 points. Final- 
ly, if the heart finesse is tried 
without success, the penalty be- 
comes 800 points. Comparing these 
figures, we see that declarer has 
only an additional 450 points to 
lose above the mean of 350, whereas 
he has 700 points to gain. Obviously, 
“percentage” favors the finesse. Of 
course, these calculations leave out 
the possibility that the heart queen 
may drop doubleton in East’s hand 
This possibility seems remote be- 
cause of what we know about East's 
distribution, which included only 
one diamond and, very likely, only 
three spades.
